MADE A CONFESSION 


Ncmber of Gang of Bobbers and 
Murderers in Custody. 


Chicago, Aug. 31.—A fter careful examin­ 
ation of seven suspects held by the police 
in connection with the m urder of Frank 
Stew art and John B. Johnson, employes 
of the Chicago City R ailroad, company 
and looting the company’s safe early 
Sunday, police declared a belief they have 
captured the ringleader of the band of 
robbers and m urderers. 
It Is reported 
he made a confession, in which he named 
three companions. 
Three detectives were sent to Iowa to 
night to search for the men fho held on 
the car barn and shot three men Sunday 
morning. 
Inform ation has been received 
here that three men answering the de­ 
scription of the robbers were put off a 
passenger train near the Iowa and Illinois 
boundary line early yesterday morning. 
The men were riding on a blind baggage 
and when ordered to leave the train 
threatened to shoot the conductor, say­ 
ing they had already killed one man dur­ 
ing the night. 
The description of these 
men corresponds with the men described 
by Louder, one of the suspects now held 
for the crime. Leuder, it is »aid, has con­ 
fessed he was Implicated in the holdup. 
He admitted, it is said, th at he was 
watching for police while his companions 
were looting the office of the company. 
Leuder says the men are strangers to 
him and th at he Is unable to give their 
names. According to Lender's story, he 
was to receive 11,000 for his part in the 
holdup, but says the robbers gave him 
nothing. 
Police are inclined to doubt 
Leuder’s confession.

Shortly after returning to the city from 
E ast St, Louis he was taken 111 with ma­ 
laria, which developed into typhoid fever, 
and ever since he has been confined In a 
hospital. 
Several days ago he suddenly 
lost his reason and became so violent that 
it was found necessary to move him to the 
county jail. Late Saturday evening Judge 
Bassett of the probate court, after hearing 
the report of a commission appointed to 
investigate into his condition, adjudged 
him insane and ordered him taken tcvthe 
state institution for treatm ent.

A local pa­ 
per prints a telegram from Constantino­ 
ple declaring the sultan, influenced by 
the counsels of Germany, now favors w ar 
with Bulgaria. 
The Bulgarian agent at llskub reports 
detachm ents of Turkish troops, sent to 
garrison small towns in that vilayet, have 
spread destruction along their route; vil­ 
lagers have been robbed and beaten; wo­ 
men violated, and the Christian popula­ 
tion subjected to every conceivable out­ 
rage, while local authorities appear to be 
helpless to stop the atrocities. The Bul­ 
garian agent specifies sim ilar excesses in 
many other villages and the posiltion of 
Bulgarian residents Is reported to be terri­ 
ble, as cruelties committed by the Turk­ 
ish authorities have exceeded all limits.

Oshkosh, Whs., Aug. -31.—A series of 
clashes between the federal and state 
courts of the United States have occurred 
and M arshal Thomas B. Reid, of Mil­ 
waukee. was to day adjudged In con­ 
tempt* by Court Commissioner W. W.

In­ 
stead, they ignored the writ, and Devitt 
has been forwarded to Kansas. 


FOREIGNERS ABUSED.

—Reports from the interior are to the 
effect local authoritites are resorting to 
every means to prevent foreigners filing 
claims against Venezuela. 
One tribunal 
refused to accept the testimony of five 
Italians, three of whom were arrested. 
Two attem pted to escape and were fired 
upon, one being killed. Two traders, M. 
Palazzi, a Frensham n, and H err Sprlek. a 
German, were recently arrested in Cuidad 
Iiolivar by order of President Castro for 
refusing to pay their taxes, which had 
already been collected by the revolution­ 
ists during the latters ’occupation of the 
city. 
Many other persons were also a r­ 
rested on the same charge. The French 
and German m inisters a t Caracas pro­ 
tested and obtained the immediate release 
of their fellow countrymen. 


DANISH W EST INDIES. 
Berlin, Aug. 31.—The

Zeitung 
says the Danish W est Indies commission 
is said to have reported as follows to 
the finance minister: 
“The population of the islanctj is satis­ 
fied to run under Danish, rule.

hope from the newly awakened interest 
of Denmark in the island for Improve­ 
ment of economic conditions and the fos­ 
tering of civilizing influences. 
Negroes, 
for the greater part, are indifferent and 
know but little about Denmark. The ad­ 
m inistration of the islands was found to 
be unpractical and expensive, and hygenic 
conditions entirely .unsatisfactory.”

Aug. 3L—The agricultural 
department ha» made a contribution to 
the general dlncusnlon on the quality of 
milk supplied to cities, in the shape of a* 
bulletin on that subject, a large part of 
.which is devoted to the question of trans, 
portation, The bulletin says the agitation 
of the question of Impure milk has- re­ 
sulted in improved practices on the .part 
of persons handling this article of food, 
but there is still much room for improve­ 
ment. 
IDEAL. VESSEL UNDISCOVERED. 
Attention is called to the fact that the 
ideal vessel for the conveyance of milk 
remains to be discovered. There are many 
cities and towns which have no legal reg­ 
ulations whatever concerning milk. 
The opinion Is expressed that the agi­ 
tation of the question has caused much 
unnecessary alarm. 
The figures show’ 
that one thousand millions gallons of milk 
are sold annually, and the average quan­ 
tity per capita consumed daily in the 
largest cities is somewhat less than two- 
thirds of a pint. 
~ 
TEXT OF THE REPORT. 
' The report says in part: 
“The practice of pasteurization appear* 
to be gradually extending. Yet the med­ 
ical fraternity is divided in its opinion a? 
to its efficcacy and the best sentiment 
favors natural milk produced and deliv­ 
ered in such a pure and protected condi­ 
tion as to be greatly superior to any pas­ 
teurized article. Too often milk is offered 
for sale with the claim that it has been 
pasteurized, when it has actually been 
more harmed than helped, the process 
fo which it has been subjected being un­ 
worthy of name. If done at pasteurization 
should be in the hands of competent per­ 
sons, having efficient apparatus.” 
Many suggestions are made for the lm 
provement of the milk supply.

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MOVEMENT OF LIVESTOCK. 
Internal commerce conditions-through­ 
out the United States, as reflected by the 
July report of the department of com­ 
merce and labor, through its bureau of 
statistics, are quite .satisfactory. 
Re­ 
ceipts of live stock at five markets this 
year to the end of July, amounted to 
17,734,617 head. Last year, 17,232,004 head 
were reported to the corresponding date, 
and 18,599,§S3 head in 1901. In 1901 a total 
of 374,976 cars of stock arrived at the same 
five markets, 305,419 cars in 1902 and341,802 
cars in 1903. The total receipts of stock 
for this year were divided as follows: 
At Chicago, 8,577,847 head in 170,565 cars: 
at Kansas City, 2,©0,337 head in 54,210 
cars.at Omaha, 2,731,584 head in 40,225 
cars; at St. Louis, 2,001,945 head in 37,773 
cars; at St. Joseph, 1773,260 head in 30.029 
cars. July receipts of cattle at Chicago 
this year were the heaviest since 1892, 
with the single exception of those of July 
1901. The increase in natives as compared 
with range and Texan stocks was char­ 
acteristic of July arrivals. 
The state of the provision market as 
indicated by the stocks on hand at the 
five cities July 31, is significant of lowering 
prices. On that date in 1901, there were 
297,801,345 pounds of cut meats ;■ reported 
on hand. 
In 1902 the corresponding re­ 
serve w’as 209,889,0S7 pounds, compared with 
262,438,440 pounds in 1903. 


MILEAGE SQUABBLE.

Western Passenger association over the 
adoption of a new mileage book is be­ 
coming so personal and bitter that there 
is a possibility of Its wrecking .the or­ 
ganization.

Six men who sailed away from Chi­ 
cago a year ago in search of a gold 
mine in the wilds of Patagonia are 
now under arrest at Turks island, In 
the W est Indies, suspected of filibus­ 
tering, says the Chicago Tribune. Their 
arrest and the detention of their 
schooner, Mercury, has been laid before 
the secretary of state. 
Charles Corrigan, a Texas cowboy, 
came to Chicago last fall, watched lake 
sailors for a month and then took five 
men Into bis confidence.

"Corrigan knows a place in Patago­ 
nia where there is more gold than a 
man can carry away in a ship load,” lie 
said.: “We have bought the Mercury, 
and we’ll bring back half a dozen for­ 
tunes.” 
Corrigan admitted he had a map 
showing the location of a gold mine ri­ 
valing that of King Solomon. His story 
was that its discoverer had been driven 
out by natives and when he died on a 
ranch be gave the drawings to Corri­ 
gan.

One of the ^ n g s most snrprising to 
travelera by tbe bfg.oèean liners who 
are crossing the Atlantic for the first 
time is the daily appearance of^k» 
cream on tbe dinner table. The froaen 
delicacy of which Amerlptns are so 
food seem« ,move natii^br associated 
with dining on land than at sea, al' 
though there is no reason W'hy It couK 1 
not be manufactured on board one of 
the modem *tloating hotels.’* 
As 
matter of fact, however, the Ice cream 
that is served delightfully fresh and 
cold to a ship^s passengers in midocean 
Is not made on board, but Is carried out 
from port, like thousands of tons of 
other fresb food supplies^ in special re­ 
frigerating comportments. 
Twenty*flve years ago the Idea of 
serving ice. cream to passengers on 
shipboard would have seemed prepos* 
terous’ to even the m<Mit progressive 
steamship manager. In those di^ys 
ocean travelers were lucky if they got 
a plentiful and well cooked supply of 
what may be counted thf necOssities of 
llfo, and Ice cream mtrat be rated as a 
luxury even ashore. Tbe fact that ev­ 
ery ocean liner now carries tt In eioor- 
motis (juantitles is an indication of the 
point to #hlch the luxury* of ocean 
travel has been carried. AU that is 
needed for the voyage across the ocean 
and back again is taken on at New 
York or Boston or Phtladelphhi or 
whntever American port the vessel 
sails from. 
The amount of this dainty that is 
dnemed necmary to supply n big oconn 
liner for a round trip Is astonishing. It 
varies, of course, with'the season and 
the volume of travel, but at no time 
does it fall much betow 500 quarts on 
any one of the larger vessels, and in 
midsummer, when travel is at Its 
h(;!ght and when Ices naturally are 
most 
appreciated, 
the 
regulation 
amount for a ship like tlie New York 
or the Fhlladelphla or the St. Louis is 
from 1,500 to 2,000 quarts and some­ 
times even more. As the time actually 
spent In the voyage acroçsr and back is 
twelve days, this means that on the av­ 
erage about 150 quarto of Ice cream Is 
consumed every day on e a ^ of the big 
Atlantic liners In summer time. It is 
easy to compute that this amiounts to a 
veritable mountain of frozen éweetness 
In the course of a season, and the year­ 
ly ice cream bill of One of the big 
steamship companies would provide 
any of us with several trips to Europe 
very comfortably. It Is said that not 
loss than $150,000 Is spent every season 
on tills one Item of supplies by the 
steamship “merger" alone. 
Not only doee America supply all the 
iee cream «msumed by Atlantle voy­ 
agers, but it frequently happens that 
ices aie exported from this country to 
be served at public banquets and pri­ 
vate dinners in iKïndon and even on 
the continent. When MrJ Bruce Ismay, 
the British head of the White St:ir line, 
gavé a lar^^ dinner party in England 
recently he ordered a special supply of 
Ice cream from New York for his 
guests, and the same thing was done 
by John W. Gates in London last sea­ 
son. So the “American invasion of Eu­ 
rope” is not Only an invasion of mh- 
cliinery and Ijeef and grain and elec­ 
tric railways, but is coming to be an 
ice cream Invasion as well.

Profiting by his otwervations of the 
effects on tissues of the human body 
when thc5' ¿re unduly exposed to tbe 
nys of thé new .element, radium« or to 
the Roentgen X rays, Thomas A. Edi­ 
son has formulated a new theory con­ 
cerning the cause and progress of can­ 
cer, and «he suggests a course of treat­ 
ment, says a West Orange (N. J.) dis­ 
patch. 
Mr. Edison watched carefully the 
progress of the cancer which developed, 
from a slight flush on the back of one 
<a the hands of his assistant, Charles 
Dally, who has since lost his arms. The 
disease bad its origin In burns by the 
BOèntgen rays. 
Mr. Edison believes 
that If the treatment he now propos^ 
had been applied in Daily’s case In the 
beginning he would have been cured. 
There arc in the human body, Mr. 
Edison says, certain ameboid cells 
which are capable of movement and 
seem almost to be gifted with Intelli­ 
gence. Their sole function is to restore 
shattered and. Injury tissue. 
In the 
case of a cut, w ound or even an ordi­ 
nary bum nature through these cells 
S4^ to work to restore normal condi­ 
tions and succeeds if no other Influence 
interferes. 
With a burn produced by radium or 
the Roentgen rays Mr. Edison finds 
there are entirely different phenomena. 
The rays apparently destroy not only 
the tissue, but also the ameboid cells. 
The result Is tliat the wound will not 
heal. Nature, however, says Mr. Edi­ 
son, does her best even under these con- 
dittons. 
It is here that Mr. Edison 
thinks tlie cells display a siïeàes of In- 
telligenco, for when the cells in tlie 
neighborhood of the injury fail to heal 
the wound they are tiiemselves destroy­ 
ed and there Is immediately a rush of 
fresh cells from other parts of the body 
to the seat of trouble. 
There .seems 
tlien to be an improvement, but it Is 
only apparent 
Soon a mass of roddlsb granulations 
a soen on the surface. Instead of be­ 
ing limited in area, Ilko OTdinary gran­ 
ulations, they attain enormous size and 
iwesently grow into wliat Is known as 
rose" cancer. All this time there Is a 
steady influx of ameboid cells, until 
Üie rest of the body Is^ bare of them. 
Then the disease has full sway. 
As an antidote to this Mr. Edison be­ 
lieves that the blood of a healthy per­ 
son, untainted by cancer or other ma­ 
lignant disease, will provide enough 
strong ameboid cells to ovei‘come the 
Injury. In practice, some blood from a 
healthy subject would "be drawn off 
Into a sterile hypodermic syringe and 
then injected into the rt*glon of the 
[)art affect^. The disease would then 
be attacked by germs posses.sing tlie 
strength tp conquer the malady. 
Mr. Edison w'as asked how he would 
apply the idea to cancer in an organ 
in the interior of the body and not due 
to the injurious rays. He replied that 
in his opinion certain persons were af­ 
fected peculiarly by certain foods that 
caused the destruction of the ameboid 
cells. 
Friction sometimes tended to 
destroy the cells, as In cases of smok- 
ersv cancer of the mouth. The treat­ 
ment of internal cancers, according to 
his theory, was, said Mr. Edison, a 
question to be solved by the surgeons 
and not by himself. 
Mr. Edison does not Intend to do any­ 
thing to work out his theory, saying 
that this, too. Is a matter for the sur­ 
geon and scientific physiologist. “Per­ 
haps it is a rather daring theory,” be 
says, “and it may take a man of cour­ 
age to work It out, but I really believe 
that the idea Is entirely tenable and 
will w^ork out thnt way.* 


NEW QE>« OISCPVEREO. 


C^aliforala Prodaet l«*a>iao«a llad«r 
Jt Kasra—To Be C alled K pi|^tte. 
• A hew gem, lilac colored and tnns- 
parent, has been discovered. It has 
been found In two distinct places In 
California, the most plentiiol deposit 
being only a short distance from the 
town of Pala and within a mile cf the 
famous rubeliite mine near that.place. 
For the last month or two at the Mu­ 
seum of Natural History in New York 
a thorough analysis of the mineral has 
been going on under the direction of 
Dr. Charles Baskerville of the Univer­ 
sity of North Carolina, who won a 
reputation among scientists last^spring 
by his address before tbe 
Chemical society on certain rare earths 
used for the many forms of incandes­ 
cent lights. By tbe action o t Roentgen 
irays he excited a crystal of the new 
mineral sutiiciently to make it photo­ 
graph itself when placed upon a sensi­ 
tive plate and kept in the dark for ten 
minut^. 
This ;;unusually pho^horescent min­ 
eral was discovered by Dr. George F. 
Kun2, president of the New York 
Mineralogical club and a gem expert. In 
a forthconiing issue of Science he will 
give a description of the finding and 
of some of the properties of the gem. 
l^ a t the new stone is unlike any other 
known, however, was determined by 
Dr. Baskerville in his analysis at the 
museum. In a »clentlile article which 
he has prepared for publlcatkm he 
gives It the name of Kunzlte, in honor 
of Jts. discoverer, Dr. Kuna. Almost 
simultaneously with tbe choice of tills 
name Professor Edward S. Dana of 
Yale university, w ho had i)een inform­ 
ed of the progniss of the analysis, 
wrote sugg^ting the same nam<i. 
Near Pala, Cal., crystals of the new 
gem as large as a man's hand were 
found. The tint is described by Dr. 
Kuna as a sort of “rosy lilac," varying 
from a very pale tinge when looked at 
transvbrsely to a rich amethystine hue 
when observed lengthwise. When cut 
and mounted in a certain way one of 
these crystals yields a gem of unusual 
beauty. Tho discovery is of more than 
ordinary Interest because nothing sim­ 
ilar to the new gem has ever been seen 
by gem experts or jewelers before.

In May of this year. The hammer fell 
to Mr. Billings’ bid of $12,500, and at 
that figure be became the owner of a 
mare for whom more tlian double that 
sum had been refused and who blazed 
with meteoric suddenness Into the 
greatest trotter of all time. 
When Lou Dillon came Into Mr. Bll- 
tings* possession she was engaged In 
stakes aggregating $85,000, all of 
which, as the sequel shows, were at 
her mercy. Mr. Billings declared her 
out of all of these. He does not be­ 
lieve In racing for money, holding tbe 
principles In this respect of the late 
Robert Bonner.

A model irrigated farm, practically and 
ideally lllustratin intensive cultivation, is 
being put Into perfect condition by thee 
National Irrigation congress,^ so that the 
delegates who attend the congress at Og­ 
den, Sept. 15, may have a visual demon­ 
stration of the most approved and up-to- 
date methods of agriculture and horti­ 
culture under irrigation.

A “current mo­ 
tor” will be in operation on the grounds 
and other irrigation machinery will be ex­ 
hibited. 
It Is thought that this model 
farm exhibit will be of interest to all dele­ 
gates, and" especially to those who here- 
tofore have had but a theoretical under­ 
standing of thè principles and'methods of 
irrigation.

Lord Soltebnry, wboee death has Just 
removed one of the most eminent of 
British statesmen, might almost be 
said to have had hereditary statesman 
like attainments. He traoed his Mi 
cestry hack to Norman times, when 
Robert Sltstlt founder of the family, 
was a soldier of renown In the days of 
Willilam Rufns. The Salisbury branch 
of the Cecils, however, fcadita origin 
from the second son of Sir William 
Cecil, Lord Burleigh, Queen Elizabeth's 
' famous minister. Robert Cecil became 
secretary of state and lord high treas­ 
urer, like bis fsther before him, and 
eclipsed his elder brother, who had 
been created Earl of Exeter, in political 
reputation. Sir Robert Cecil was made 
Baron Cecil of Essendine in ldOS and 
Viscount Cranborne the next year. In 
1000 the title of Salisbury was brought 
into the family, when he was made 
BfrrI of Salisbury. Jamies, thé Sèventb 
èarl, was made marquis in 1789. Sir 
Robert's son, the second earl, sat in the 
bouse of commons during the common' 
wealth. The fourth earl was a Catho­ 
lic and conspired for the restoration of 
James II. The first Marquis of Salis­ 
bury served for some time fn the com* 
mons and was Lord Chamberlain from 
1783 to 1804, a fellow of the Royal so- 
dety and a patron1 of tfie arts and sci­ 
ences^ James, the second marqtiis, was 
lord privy seal in Lord Derby's first 
administration and in Î858 was lord 
president of the council. 
The last 
named nobleman, father of the late 
îrinrquis, ma rried the~daughfer of Bam- 
ber Gascoyne, a merchant of the city, 
of London, and on this Side the states­ 
man just dead could claim descent from 
three aldermen of'the city. 


The late Lord Salisbury, whose full 
name* was Robert Arthnir Talbot Gas- 
coynô Cecil, was a second son, and ap­ 
parently'not one of his father's favor­ 
ites, as he Was* kept on so meager an 
allowance that he had to write for the 
‘newspapers and reviews to maintain 
himself. 
He was successful at this, for he was 
not only well educated and rather deft 
with his pen, but bis position as; the 
son of the lord privy seal and president 
of the council gave him unusual oppor­ 
tunities for getting Inside information. 
At this time in his life Cord Robert 
and Millais, the palnier, then also a 
ÿounfc man, were chums, and they 
went to Australia-together. They livéd 
In a shanty and roughed it at the gold 
fields for awhile without getting much 
richer. 
• Returning to England, the young Ce­ 
cil promptly married against his fa­ 
ther's wishes and went to parliament 
for the Stamford division, which lie 
represented until the death of his elder 
brother gave him the marquisate and n 
seat in the house of lords.

In 1874 Lord Disraeli, then prime 
minister,1 appointed Lord Salisbury sec­ 
retary of state for India. They had 
been hitler * political antagonists and 
Lord Salisbury had some doubt about 
the propriety of taking office under a 
Chief he bad so frequently attacked, 
but on the advice of Mr. Gladstone be 
accepted it. It was soon after their 
reunion in Downing street that the 
Tory chief described his colleague as 
**a great master of gibes and flouts and 
Jeers." Lord Salisbury took the de­ 
scription without offense, and Disraeli 
afterward amply atoned for it by pub­ 
lic expressions of (consideration. 
It 
was a* time for a strong man at the 
head of Indian affairs. 
There was 
famine in India. Salisbury grasped the 
situation with ability* 
He adopted 
Lord Northbrook's policy with regard 
to the exportation of Indian grain in 
spite of its unpopularity, persuaded 
parliament to make a loan of £10,000,- 
000 and chartered steamers to convey 
food to the distressed districts. 


' Lord Salisbury was no respecter of 
persons in his moments of absent mlnd- 
«sJness. 
A recent Londotr dispatch 
stated that King Edward had an un- 
lisual experience with thè distinguished 
statesman and diplomatist, it appears 
that to Lord Salisbury an audience had 
been given by his majesty. During a 
lull In the conversation he lapsed Into 
one of his spells of absent mindedness. 
On a table close to his lordship was a 
.portrait of the king. He took It up, 
fused at It long and critically And then 
remarked: “Poor old duffer. I won­ 
der If he Is as stupid as he looks.” Ed­ 
ward Is not a “duffer," and he doesn't 
;lóok **stupid/' So of course there was 
no sting In Lord Salisbury's observa­ 
tion.

Even up to the beginning of his last 
sickness Lord Salisbury was a tireless 
worker. He was interested practically 
in chemistry and electricity, and ap­ 
plied it himself to his estate, Hatfield 
House, and- elsewhere. He had a pri­ 
vate chemical laboratory, where he 
spent much time. Several of his public 
addresses showed his lively interest in 
science, such as that at the opening 
of the electric railroad in Liverpool in 
1888 and at the meeting of the British 
association, in Oxford in 1894, over 
which he presided. 
Writing of this phase of Lord Salis­ 
bury, the late Julian Ralph said about 
a year ago: 
“Very pleasant to him are the hours 
he spends in his laboratory, which is 
said to be unsurpassed in completeness 
and modernness by any private labo­ 
ratory in England. Prom his youth he 
has had a bent for this work, and in 
physics especially he has attained such 
knowledge as to be sought for counsel 
and discussion by some of the greatest 
minds in that field. It Is even said 
of him that if he had not been a great 
statesman he would have been a 
greater scientist 
“The reason that he has written and 
spoken very little upon scientific, sub­ 
jects is that because of his modesty 
and because of his association with 
many brilliant lights in science he per­ 
haps too fully realizes that other men 
have a better right than he to discuss 
in public those matters in which he 
feels himself to be only a student"

At 
the door of the courthouse he was 
served with a summons in -an action 
for damages by a bottler whose horse ^ 
had run away at sight of the wild fly­ 
ing auto. This grievance, with several 
other liabilities-Incurred by the auto,« 
was settled fey the Cincinnati man, who 
was forced to spend twenty-five min­ 
utes in getting his chauffeur out of the' 
clutches of the law. 
Bridges arrived here with the car < 
about noon to aWait the arrival of his 
employer add so&e Ohio friends com-; 
jng on a train,. The day-was hot and 
the streets almost deserted^’ 
Whether to!cobl himself or create ex­ 
citement Bridges did not 44ay, but he 
started up Broadway from the West 
Shore station at a ten mile an hour 
pace. He went through all the streets 
and had the center of the stage. 
When he started to return to the sta­ 
tion’to meet his employer he sped down 
Broadway b o fast that railroad men 
say a forty mile an hour train could 
not have overtaken him.
